ILLUMINATING GAS. 

H'.w It I. gu.lwtuml and th. Product® 

Created by It. I>i. filiation. 

Tits manufacture of coal gas con- 
sists of three dis.inct operations: (1) 
distillation, the driving off of the gases 
from the coal by heat; (2) condensa- 
tion, the separation of the water, tar 
ami other condensable vapors; (S) : 
purification, the removal of the snl- . 
plrnr compounds and carbonic acid. 

If Uie bowl of an ordinary clay pipe 
is tilled with small pieces of bitumin- 
ous coal, covered over with day, and. 
placed in a bright fire, smoke will at 
once begin to issne from the stem. 
T!ie smoke soon ceases, when, if a : 
light is applied to the hole In the stem. 1 
the gas then issuing will burn with a 
bright steady flame, while a tbin, 
[black tarry substance oozes out of the 
hrle. This is on a small scale the dis- . 
filiation part of the gas-making ptoo- j 
ess. 

In the manufacture of gas on a com- ! 
nu-rcial scale, coal is placed in long, 
horizontal ( ) shaped rotorts, made 1 

sometitnes of iron, but usually of fire , 
clay, set in groups or benches of three, 
fire, six or more, and heated from the 
utsiiic by a fire, usually of coke. The 
coal being charged, say from 160 to 
2"0 pounds, tbe mouth of the retort is 
closed with a lid held in p'ace by a 
screw, the joints being made tight by j 
luting with clav. As the retorts are j 
usually red bo: from previous charges, I 
1 ho ga< begins at once to pass over . 
from the coal to the con lousing ap- 
paratus. In about four hours tbe re- 
tort is opened, tbe coke drawn and 
quenched with water, while a new 
charge of coal is in rod need, and thus 
the process is s continuous one. The 
eharnc crof th ■ products of distillation 
' aries greatly wiih the coal charged 
and the heat applied. Too low a heat 
gives a large proportion of con- 
densable vapors, which are lost in tbe 
Ur; loo high a beat injuries the qual- 
itv of the gas by decomposing it into 
uon-lnminous marsh gas and hydro- 
g-n. 

The products of distillation are, 
roughly speaking, four: gas, aramo- 
niacal liquor, tar and coke. The yield 
of a ton of coal varies greatly. The 
products of Pittsburgh coal may be 
taken at 10 500 cubic feet of gas, 1,450 
pounds of coke, 20 gallons of anuuo- 
niacal liqnor and 140 pounds of tar. 
Tiie gas goes to tbe condenser and 
jiurifier to be prepared for distribution 
to consumers. A part of the coke, say 
one-third, i« used to heat the retort* 
and ;he rest Is sold. The aumoniacal 
liquor is made into sulphate of am- 
monia, a most valuable manure, 108 
gallons of liquor making one ton of 
•alphate, while the tar is used to make 
an almost endless variety of sub- 
stances. the most brilliant and varied 
colors, anilines, the most delicate per- 
fumes, the most useful medicines, and 
the sweetest product, saccharine, 
known to man. A list even of ths 
pr ducts derived from this black, ugly 
looking tar would fill this column. 
There is no fairy tale than in wonder 
or interest surpasses the storv 6ir 
H>nry Roscoe tells of coal tar. From 
th- tar of a ton ct coal are obtained 
71.6 pounds pitch, 17 92 creosote, 13.44 
heavy oils, 8 96 rellow naphtha. A 72 
naphthaline. 4.48 naphtbol. 2.24 aliza- 
rine, 2 24 soluble naphtha. 1.57 phenol, 
1 12 autrine, 0.784 toluidine. 0 47 an- 
thracine, and 0.896 toluene. From the 
toluene, saccharine, more than two 
luindred times 1 wee tar than sug ar; is 






made. These aro again broYen up, 
according to Roscoe. Already there 
have been obtained sixteen distinct 
yellow dyes two orange, thirty rod, 
fifteen blue, seven green, besides a 
number of browns and an infinite 
number of blendings of all shades. 
From coal tar comes a product that 
quiets fever, that serves as the basis of 1 
the perfume of "new-mown hay,” that 
takes the place of the heliotrope flower, 
tbe vanilla b-an. the bitter almond, 
and stranger than all, that wonderful- 
ly sweot saccharine. 

The process we have been describ- 
ing is the coal gas process. A consid- 
erable proportion of the gas consumed, 
however, is known as water-gas. This 
is in reality a mixture composed of 
about two-tbinls water-gas and one- 
third oil-gas, the form r produced by 
the action of incandescent carbon on 
steam, and the latter by the distilla- 
tion of petroleum or its products. 
Water-gas contains no illuminanta,bnt 
has low specific gravity aud a high 
heating power, while «by almost any 
method of distilling oil seventy cubic 
feet of seventy candle power gas can 
be produced from a gallon of oil By 
diluting this oil-gas with water-gas 
an Illuminating gas of excellent quali- 
ty Is obtained. — J! F. Weeks, in Chau- 
tauquan.

He points out that 
in Babylonia and Egypt we find most 
of the gertns and principles of Roman 
law, and that on this account, if on no 
other, the lejal documents of the val- 
leys of the Euphrates and the Nile well 
deserve study. The Chaldean banks 
were already acquainted with the 
princ'ple of the check, and the 
Babylonian could either open a credit 
at his hat k or deposit his capital in it 
for the s:.ko of security. Mortgages 
hal been known from an early 
period, ard the legal rate of interest 
was twelve shekels a year on each 
mina — a mina consisting of sixty 
shekels. Tiie married woman whose 
father wr.s dead bad a guardian to 
manage her affairs and see after her 
rights; bit, besides the lawful wife, 
the Babylouian might possess another 
of inferior rank whom he had pur- 
chased from her pnron's at a given 
price. H s rights over tbe latter, how- 
ever, went never complete, and ceased 
as soon as tbe parents repaid the sum 
given to them. Companies aud asso- 
ciations of all kinds existed in Babv- 
Ion, aud a prisoner could be released 
on bail if his friends became sureties 
for him. It may be added that wealthy 
people employed agents to manage 
their estates; indeed, most matters of 
business could be transacted by a re- 
sponsible mandatary or agent. — Con- 
temporary Review.

Facts About the Moon. 

During a long storm, persons who 
are well versed in weather lore are 
often hear! toeons-de themselves with 
the prediction lhat there will be a 
change of neat her when tbe moon 
changes. Nasmyth and Carpenter 
characterise as a popular error, in its 
most absurd form, this belief that the 
gradual turning at the moon’s face to- 
ward aud sway from the sun could, at 
certain pants, upset the existing con- 
dition of our atmns|>here, generate 
clouds and pour down raina In En- 
gland (and the samo may bo said of 
America) the weather changes about 
every tore: days, and there is a change 
of the raoon every seven days, so that 
many coincidences must occur. Tlio>c 
who believe that “the moon rules the 
weather” always credit such coinci- 
dences to lnnar influence. But the 
theory is untenable unless it applies 
to every case, and unless the same ef- 
fect is always prod iced by the same 
i cause. To suppose that a clunge of 
the moon will turn dry weather to wet 
or wet to dry is the merest childish- 
ness and co trary to all moteorologica) 
records. — Popular Science Monthly.

Watering Horses-— T he water 
given a horse should be pure. Do not 
have tbe well in tlie barnyard, for tlie 
wash will soak into it, aud pollute the 
water. If a running brook of clean 
water be convenient, lead tbe horse to 
drink from it. A good cistern can be 
made of a large hogshead suuk half 



way iuto tlie ground, and the water 
from tlie barn roof* led into it Will he 
preferable for the horse to very cold 
well water. A horse needs at least 
two pails of water a dsy, or if given 
half a pailful before meal*, or four 
a day, it will be sufficient, unless when 
bard at work In sultry weather. Do 
not give warm water at any time of 
the year, hut tbe chill maybe taken 
off in winter, so that it will not be icy. 
Do uot water or feed directly after 
coming in very warm, aud do not 
work bard immediately after esting 
heartily.— American Agriculturist.

ANIMAL LONGEVITY. 

A Tarantula or I'orrrtala Ace and a Ven- 
erable Queen Bee. 

In an interesting communication 
by Rsv. Dr. H. C. Mi Cook before the 
Academy of Natural Sciences on the 
possibilities of prolonged life among 
the lower orders of animals, an ac- 
count was given of the life history of 
a fine specimen of the gpider, common- 
ly known as the American tarantula. 
Tlic animal was given to him in 1882 
by Dr. Joseph Leidy. It was then ap- 
parently eighteen months or two years 
old, and it lived in captivity until July 
of the present year. At the period of 
its death, therefore. It must have been 
at least seven years old. and may have 
been eight, having thus attained the 
distinction of being the most aged 
spider known to science. How long 
this species and other spiders gener- 
ally live in their natural habitat is not 
know, but human protection in the 
present instance probably aided to 
prolong life. It was kept first in a 
glass globe and afterward in a wood- 
en box with glaz'd sides and a sliding 
glass door at the top. One end was 
filled with dry soil, which was 
slightly compacted and heaped up; 
the other end was sparsely covered 
with earth. It was at all times liber- 
ally supnlied with water, and its food 
consisted of live flies, grasshoppers 
and locus'.a During confinement the 
tarantula shed its skin several times, a 
process apparently attended with some 
danger, as it was during such a change 
the creature died, and once before, on 
a similar occasion, it was found ap- 
parently deal, though it afterward 
revived. It is possible Lhat it was too 
much exhausted by long previous fast- 
ing to endure the severe strain which 
evidently is laid upon the organism in 
the act of molting. The spring of 1887 
was a backward one, and some diffi- 
culty was experienced in procuring in- 
sects for food from the immediate 
neighborhood. The nnnn al supply of 
grasshoppers and locusts was very 
la e, aud it may be that had the spider 
been strengthened by a few weeks’ 
generous feeding previous to its last 
molt it might have been still alive 
. In connection with the general sub- 
ject of the prolonged life of insects. 
Dr. McCiok stated that dnring a re- 
cent visit to Sir John Lubbock at his 
bouse in London he inquired after a j 
queen of the fuscous ant which he had 
seen iu an nrtificiary formicary six 
year* ago. it being then eight years 
old. H • was then told by bis host that 
it had diad the day before, having at 
the time reached the wonderful age of 
more than thirttau years. She was 
still attended by her circle of courtiers. 
Some of these were licking the dead 
queen or touching her with their an- 
tenna* and making other demonstra- 
tions as though soliciting her attention 
or desiring to wake her out of sleep. 
It was certainly a touching sight to 
witness tli -se faithful attendants sur- 
rounding the dead body of one who 
had so long pres ided over the mater- 
nal destinies of the colony, and seek- 
mg bj- their caresses to evoke the aV 
ientinn which never again could re- 
sjioml to their solicitations.— I Tula-

Had he been charged with all the 
clo hing he wore and lost and the cost 
deducted from bis pay he would at 
this day been in debt to the Govern- 
ment, even hnd his wages gone on 
6ince his discharge. At least that is 
the test imony of his officers. Even 
his haversack was not sacred to him. 
When it was well filled with provis- 
ions a comrade came to him and said: 
••Tim. that is my haversack you 
have." Tim looked at him a moment 
aud said: “Regorra, if that is so just 
take it and welcou e.” at the same 
time uuslinging the sack and handing 
it to his comrade. Then he went 
straightway to his Lieutenant to ask 
for another haversack. That officer 
replied: “You shall have none. I 

have given you a dozen already.” 
“AH right,” said Tim, and walked 
away conU nted. A lew minutes after- 
ward when the battery was ready to 
march Tim took his aeciis.omod place 
and with a haversack slung over his 
shoulder. But such a haversat k! He 
had taken off his drawers, tied the 
bottom of the legs togeiher, stuffed his 
rations into them, and after tying the 
top hung the garment around his neck 
bottoms upward. 

Rather than set up a tent or be bur- 
dened with carrying it Tim slept on 
the open ground, literally no canopy 
but the sky, no covering but his blank- 
et. O ie night at one o’clock he ra|>- 
ped gently on the tent-pole of his 
Lieutenant. “Who’s there?” called 
that officer. “It’s me!’’ “Wliat now, 
Tim?” “Shuns, sir. it’s going to rain 
and I want a pick and shovel to dig a 
trench around me so I will not get 
wet!” “You intolerable nuisance,” 
said the officer, “if it docs rain crawl 
under my teiiL" 

Wlieu going by water from Cincin- 
nati to Nashville. Bittcry K having 
been ord ered from the Potomac to the 
West, at one p’aee the boat was un- 
loaded to pass a shoal of several miles, 
the men and horses going overland to 
the deep water below. Tim was in- 
trusted to lead two mules. The air was 
chilly and the aninmls were frisky. 
When reloading the i flicer demanded 
of Tim where hi* mules were: “Sh ure 
and they wanted to exercise a little 
about six miles back aud I left them 
there. I didn’t want to be left, when 
the boat picked us up back there in 
the wilderness for no dum mules.” 

Tim was killed at Marietta. G l, in 
an artillery duel between Batteries K 
and L of the First Michigan, on one 
side and Battery 1 , First Missouri, 
on the other. Tim was holding tho 
Lieutenant’s horse when a shell went 
through the animal and tore off part 
of Tim’s side and back. The surgeon 
looked nt him a* he lay wounded and 
turned away sayiug: • H i is virtually 

dead. N i matt wounded that way can 
live ten minutes.” Whe n the skirmish 
was over. Tim was still alive. After 
three days' riding in the nu bulance 
with his lia'tery lie was taken to the 
hospital. He recovered aud rejoined 
tho battery and was mustered out 
with it and came back to Detroit. 

He may bo dead now. poor fellow, 
or he ir.ay be living, for surely If the 
shell at Mariet’a could not kill him 
noth'ng but a blast from a dynamite 
bomb could cn 1 him. O.ie thing is 
certain, lie is alive yet in the hearts 
and memories of the F.rst Michigan 
Artillery. No two of them meet with- 
out exchange of reminiscences of Irish 
Tim. — C. li. lio'ding. in Detroit Free 
Press. 
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IN PIONEER DAYS. 

of a G’*utleman Who Traveled 
Through the North went In 1837 . 

Tiie. iav we arrive i a. Dub .q ie we 
put up at a boardiu “-lionse aud tavern 
kept by Ca inon. The landlady 
seemed to ruu the whole business — the 
kitchen, dining-room and office. Here 
we rested up for a dav or two, and 
ma l« a sale of our ponies aid wagon 
to Colonel Hempstead, I believe. Our 
boss was d s 1 ml to Cincinnati to 
make returns, while the boys would 
skip on f.io- via Chicago back to their 
homes iu Michigan. 

A‘ Fuitou »e put tip with a man who 
was i.aving liis house fitted up for a 
grocery store — residence above and 
store below. The lower room was 
unfinished. A carpenter's bench and 
tools, with plenty of shavings upon 
the floor, a little box stove and some 
green wood constituted the furniture. 
Pointing to the floor around the stove, 
he Raid:. “Here, boys, this is all I can 
doforyou; be careful about the fire.” 
We took lodging and put in a good 
night’s rest At daylight in tiie 
morning be came in and told us he 
could give us no breakfast. He did 
not expect another boat up the river 
until spring, and his supply of proviv 
ions was scant; he was afraid he would 
not have enough to carry his family 
ihrough. But if we took that cattle 
trail five or six miles we would find a 
settler who had lately come in. and he 
guessed he had brought provisions 
with him. Accordingly we struck 
6ut After somo two hours’ brisk 
travel we arrived at the house, ordered 
breakfast, and it was furnished. The 
bill of fare wxs hot corn-bread, fresh 
pork, wild honey and coffee, a good 
wholesome meal for footme i to travel 
on. The next day we called for break- 
fast at a settler’s near Sterling. The 
woman of the house said she could 
give us breakfast, “but what kind of 
money are you going to p ty in?” Our 
cashier produced some bills upon a 
New York safety fund bank. She 
gazed at the bills and called to her 
son, a youna man. and told him: ‘Go 
and tell Harry to come here,” an older 
son. He came staring at us suspicious- 
ly. and closely scrutinized our money, 
questioned ns as to who we were and 
what was our destination, and finally 
told his mother that be guessed all was 
right- And soon we were served with 
the best meal we had partaken of for 
many a day. 

Our next point of interest was at tbe 
Widow Barry’s tavern, jibout ten miles 
west of Chicago, where we were told 
that we conld not get to Chicago, as 
there had been no communication for 
four days R-eent heavy rains liad 
flooded nearly all of that big, flat 
prairie immediately west of the city, 
aud the bard cold had frozen ice too 
tender for teams nr footmen and not 
strong enough to bear up either. We 
told the folks that surveyors bad no 
such word as “can’t" in their diction- 
ary. and we struck out for the little 
town over the tender ice. Tbe habit 
of running lines caused us to take a 
bee line, which soon led us into trouble. 
Whers the water was but a few Inches 



deep the ice was strong enough to hear 
us up, but as soon as we came where 
the water was considerably deeper the 
ice broke and let us down, sometime* 
to our waists. Sometimes a e had to lay 
down and slide to keep from break- 
ing through. We finally reached the 
sandy beach of the lake, fatigued and 
heated in the npper half, bnt chilled 
and benumbed below. We hurriedly 
made our way homeward, which we 
finally reached the day before Christ- 
mas. Wo brushed tbe dust of the 
great prairie from our garments, and 
proceeded to celebrate onr safe re- 
turn by taking in the holidays. Th>- 
yonng people seenrid to fairly lionize 
. us on account of the jnnrney we had 
I made' “away to that river and upon 
! the boundless prairies inhabit 'd only 
! by wild beast* and savage Indians 
; cio«eto ihe setting sun.” 
j Few of the younger peoplo of Iowa 
and Illinois can now realize, tho won- 
derful chaugd that has taken place 
since 1837 . Michiga i was but sparse- 
ly settled at that date, and Northern 
Illinois was only surveyed into town- 
ships, and as for Iowa, the Indians 
held sway over all except the Black 
Hawk franchise, and I believe that 
was only a strip along the river about 
fifty miles wide. Seeing such a vast 
amount of vacant country we natur- 
ally thought it impossible for it 
to become settled and fully in- 
habited in our day and gen- 
eration. Where conld the people come 
from to fill np this immense void of 
; three great Territori as? Th:so were 
reasonable conclusions then, but the 
experience of thelast furtv years bolds 
up to our vision a very different his- 
I tory. In this cmncct ton we are led to 
' inquire where the territory is that shall 
supply the Westward-bound emigra- 
; lion for tho next half century, if emi- 
gration continues any thing like it has 
been for the last fifty years? I would 
here further say that Indians were 
numerous upon that part of Iowa at 
the time we were surveying. Wo met 
with detached | arties of Winnebagoes 
Menominee*, CU -rokees, Sacs, Foxes, 
Osages and Sioux They appeared to 
be hunting in small parties. The 
game was plentiful especially in the 
vicinity of the Turkey timber. We 
aaw deer. elk. geese, ducks, brant and 
prairie-chickens in fl 'cks too numer- 
ous to mention. — E. 0. Cole, in Du- 
buque Bcrald.

MEN GROWING BIGGER. 

RustnaHli f»r ThoMtsib nt 

Cannes U Indicate TfcU- 

Liist spring I received a letter from 
an English gentleman who is interested 
In anthropology and bio ogy, asking 
me if there were any facts to sustain 
tho impression abroad that the white 
man is deteriorating' in size, weight 
and condition in tho United Mates. It 
occurred to me, however, that since by 
far the greater part of the men of this 
country arc clad in ready-made cloth- 
ing, tite experience of the clothiers 
might be valuable, and that from their 
figures of the average sizes of the gar- 
ments prepared by them for men’s use 
very clear deductions could be made at 
to the size of the American man. I 
therefore sent a letter to two clothiers 
in Boston, who have been long in the 
business, one in Chicago, one in New 
York, one in Baltimore, one in Detroit, 
one in Texas and one in Montreal. The 
information received in return ia to 
this eficct: 

In any given 1,000 garments the 
average of all the returns is as follows: 
Chest measure, 38 inches; waist, 33 j 
inches; length of leg inside, 32 ) inches; 
average height ranging from 5 feet 8) 
to 5 feet 9 in New England, up to 5 feet 
10 for the average at the South and 
West. A few deductions of weight are 
given, from which one can infer that 
the average man weighs between 155 
and 160 pounds. These measures cover 
the average >f the assorted sizes of 
garments which are made up by the 
thousand. There are a few Btuall men 
who buy "youths’ sizes,” so-called, 
and a few larger men who buy "extra 
sizes.” 

My correspondent in Chicago states 
“that, so far as relates to the assertion 
that the race In this country deterior- 
ates, oar experience teaches us that 
the contrary is the case. We are now, 
and hare for several years past been 
obliged to adopt a larger scale of sixes, 
and many more extra sizes in width as 
well as longth. than were required ten 
ye?rs ago. I find that occupation and 
residence have a great deal to do with 
the difference in sizes, the average of 
the sizes required for the cities and 
large towns being much less than that 
required for the country. Again, dif- 
ferent sections vary very much In those 
requirements. For instance, an ex- 
perienced stock clerk will pick out for 
the South and Southwestern trade 
coats and vests, breast measure 35 to 
40 ; trousers always one or two sizes 
smaller around the waist than the 
length of leg inlide. For Western and 
Northern trade coats and vests, breast 
measure, 37 to 42 ; trousers, 33 to 40 
waist; 30 to 34 length of leg inside.” 

My correspondent in Texas gives the 
average 88 inches chest, 33 to 34 inches 
waist. 32 ) leg measure. 5 feet 10 inches 
height, adding: “We find that the 
waist measure has increased from an 
average of 32 to 33 inches during fire 
years, and we think our peoplo are be- 
coming stouter built." 

My correspondent in Baltimore had 
previously made the statement, to wit: 
“Since the late war we have noticed 
that the average-sized suits for our 
Southern trade have increased fully 
one inch around the chest and waist, 
while there has been no apparent 
change in the length of the trousers.” 

I asked this firm if the change could 
be due to the fact that the colored peo- 
ple had become buyers of ready-made 
clothing, but have for reply that the 
fact that the negroes are buying more 
ready-made clothing now than previous 
to the war accounts only in a small de- 
gree for the increase of the size, but is 
due almost entirely to the increased 
activity of the whites. The experience 
of this firm coters thirty-five years. 

My correspondent in New York 
States that “for the last thirty years 
our clothing, numbering at least 750 .- 
000 garments yearly, has been exclu- 
sively sold in the Southern States. We 
find tho average man to measure 37 
inches around the cnest, 32 to 33 around 
the waist, 33 to 34 inches of leg inside; 
average height, 5 feet 10 inches. The 
Southerner measures more in the leg 
than around the waist — a peculiarity iu 
direct contrast to the Western man, 
who measures more around the waist 
than in the leg." 

My correspondent in Canada gives 
the following details; experience cov- 
ers twenty years; about 300,000 gar- 
ments a year:

An Interesting Discovery. 

Some wonderful teeth, weighing five 
pounds each and measuring nineteen 
inches in circumference, were plowed 
up lately by William Fisher, of Clachan, 
in a low field on h s farm.
